CLASS  HISTORY 


In  September  of  1947,  25  eager  boys  and  girls  began  the  book  entitled  "Education. "  They  were  Ben 
DeWitt,  Larry  Gersema,  Marlow  Larson,  Beverly  Johnson,  Grace  Jones,  Marlys  Jacobs,  Dan  Leggett,  Larry 
Mehmen,  James  Miller,  Marilyn  Miller,  Janet  Padget,  Jimmy  Reidy,  Terry  Savage,  Bob  Stevenson,  Nadine 
Schnurstein,  Billy  Tharp,  Billy  Thompson,  Janet  Timmer,  Wilbur  Van  Nauen,  Barbara  Williams,  Jimmy 
Wright,  Florence  Willson,  Kenneth  Yost,  Gary  Oldenburger,  and  Donald  Kluiter.  Miss  Marlys  Pitts  led  us 
through  the  introduction  to  the  book. 

During  the  first  six  chapters  of  the  book  our  instructors  were  respectively:  Miss  Mildred  Oltmann, 
Miss  Ruth  Leerhoff,  Miss  Marjorie  Henn,  Miss  Ruth  Flnck,  Miss  Marion  Gutknect,  and  Miss  Euseba  Bowen. 

In  1954,  we  began  a  new  section  called  “Junior  High.”  This  section  covered  two  chapters,  and  our 
authors  were  Mr.  William  Baretich,  Mrs.  Grace  Young,  and  Mr.  Marvin  Folkestad.

Peggy  Wubbena,  Secretary;  and  Dorothy  Geertsema,  Treasurer.  Dorothy  Geertsema  and  Peggy  Wubbena 
represented  our  class  at  the  “Sweetheart  Ball”. 

The  tenthchapterofour  book  took  place  in  1958.  Early  in  the  year  our  hearts  were  full  of  sorrow  when 
we  learned  of  the  death  of  our  friend  and  classmate ,  Billy  Tharp.  Our  student  body  representatives  were 
Barbara  Williams  and  Ken  Yost.  We  were  advised  by  Mr.  Loren  Jennings  and  Mr.  Joseph  Staebell,  and  our 
class  officers:  Dan  Leggett,  President;  James  Miller,  Vice-President;  Sandra  Schultz,  Secretary;  and  Vern 
Sutton,  Treasurer.  We  selected  Sandra  Schultz  and  Peggy  Milligan  to  be  our  Homecoming  queen  candidates. 
Sandra  was  chosen  as  an  attendant.  As  the  junior  class  was  planning  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet  and  Prom, 
they  chose  Sandra  Schultz,  Dorothy  Geertsema,  Peggy  Milligan,  Peggy  Wubbena,  Barbara  Williams, 
James  Miller,  Richard  Harms,  James  Frericks,  Terry  Savage,  and  Vernon  Sutton  as  waiters  and  waitresses. 

When  we  came  to  the  next  to  the  last  chapter,  we  received  the  help  of  Mrs.  Bernice  Minert  and  Mrs. 
Kay  Andreae,  and  our  class  officers:  Ilene  Kramer,  President;  Richard  Harms,  Vice-President;  Peggy 
Milligan,  Secretary;  and  Terry  Savage,  Treasurer.  A  new  member,  Darrell  Young,  was  added  to  our  class. 
We  found  this  year  much  more  interesting  since  we  planned  the  Junior- Senior  Banquet  and  Prom,  “Song 
In  My  Heart.”  Peggy  Wubbena  and  Peggy  Milligan  were  our  representatives  for  the  Homecoming  activities. 
Sandra  Schultz,  Terry  Savage,  Dan  Leggett,  Bob  Stevenson  and  Peggy  Wubbena  served  on  the  student 
council. 

In  the  last  and  final  chapter  of  our  book,  we  chose  as  officers;  Dale  Wessels,  President;  Vernon 
Sutton,  Vice-President;  Ronald  Negan,  Secretary;  and  Peggy  Wubbena,  Treasurer.  Our  advisers  were  Mr. 
Donald  Zerrien  and  Mr.  James  Denner.  RichardHarms,  Ilene  Kramer,  Dan  Leggett,  and  Dorothy  Geertsema 
were  our  student  council  representatives.  For  Homecoming  Peggy  Milligan,  Sandra  Schultz,  Richard  Harms, 
and  Robert  Stevenson  were  our  candidates.  Peggy  Milligan  and  Richard  Harms  were  chosen  as  the  Royal 
Couple.  Later  in  April,  we  enjoyed  a  trip  to  the  Wisconsin  Dells.  On  May  7,  we  were  the  guests  of  the 
Juniors  at  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet  and  Prom.  On  May  15,  Baccalaureate  was  held  in  the  Boyd  Building.
